Prove Fatal 
To Frank Geib 


Former C H S Athlete 
Dies Of Pneumonia 
In Fremont Hospital 


Frank (Junior) Geib of Fremont, 
former Circlev ille High School ath­ 
letic star, died S u n d a y in Me­ 
morial Hospital at Fremont as re­ 
sult of injuries suffered in an auto­ 
mobile accident last July 23. 
C.eib, 32, was a so n o f fo rm* 
v rr Herald Edito r Glen Geib, who 
Is no w edito r o f 
the

News-Messenger 
and 
president 
o f the Associated Press So ciety 
o f Ohio. 
Hav ing apparently r e c o v e r - 
ed sufficiently from his injuries. 
Frank Geib was released fro m the 
hospital August 9 , but he 
was re­ 
admitted four days later for treat­ 
ment of pneumonia, a complication 
resulting from the accident inpuri- 
i r s . 
The deceased was a civ il engi­ 
neer and a graduate of Ohio State 
Univ ersity. He was best known in 
this district howev er for his sen­ 
sational play on the gridiron and 
basketball court at Circle V i l l e 
High.

THE ACCIDENT which resulted 
In the fatal injuries occurred while 
jlGcib was driv ing to Fremont from 
"Findlay. He apparently fell asleep 
at the wheel and his car swerv ed 
off the highway, striking a con­ 
crete abutment.

Riesel Sees Link 
In New Slaying 


Blinded Columnist 
Notes Trucker Death 


NEW’ YORK UP—Labor column­ 
ist Victor Riesel says the slaying 
of a truck driv er Saturday is an­ 
other link in a 
chain 
of under­ 
world murders that hav e followed 
his blinding by acid. 
The murders are “ indicativ e 
o f a terirfic g ang war which is 
just beg inning in New York and 
will so o n spread acr^ s *be na- 
R.esci Maid iii a unef tele­ 
v isio n appearance Sunday nig ht. 
Riesel, blinded by an acid-fling­ 
ing hoodlum April 5, referred to 
the 
killing 
Saturday 
of 
Fred 
Mischner, 26 . The truck driv er was 
found with four bullets in his body 
in a hallway of a lower East Side 
tenement. 
Police said, howev er, that there 
is “ no definite association at this 
tim e” between Mischner’s 
death 
and the slaying of Abraham Telv i, 
22, last month. 
The FBI has said Telv i was the 
man who tossed the acid at Riesel 
for a $1,000 fee. 


TWO EX CONVICTS were found 
dead in a parked automobile the 
sam e day Telv i’s body was discov ­ 
ered. The two were wrapped in 
canv as and trussed with rope. 
The FBI said the two knew “ too 
m uch” about Telv i. They theorized 
that Telv i himself was slain by the 
underworld because some of the 
acid had splashed on his face and 
left him a marked man. 
Still at large is the mastermind 
who engineered the wanton attack 
on the crusading, 41-year-old syn­ 
dicated newspaper columnist. The 
FBI said the attack was ordered 
to prev ent Riesel from 
telling 
a 
grand jury about labor racketeer­ 
ing. 
Sev en perso ns are under a r­ 
rest in co nnectio n with the acid 
attack—fiv e as material witnes­ 
ses and two o n charg es of con­ 
spiracy to o bstruct justice. 
In his TV appearance Sunday 
night, Riesel said the murders are 
a “ disciplinary action” on the part 
of underworld bosses. 
“ The is the most terrifically or­ 
ganized crim e,” said the column­ 
ist. “ Hitting me was only a sym ­ 
bol that the men in crime, who 
make organized crime big busi­ 
ness, will stop at nothing to get 
rid of their accusers.”

has met news of the inv asion of Burma by 
the Chinese Communists ha s been unusua l. 


It ma y be beca use world attention is fo­ 


cused on the Suez Canal na tionaliza tion by 
Eg y pt’s President Na sser. 


Also, there a ppa rently has long been bo r­ 
der confusion in the a rea s the Chinese reds 
reportedly a re inv a ding and occupy ing . 
For a long time Na tiona list Chinese r o a m ­ 
ed these a rea s a fter they were thrust o ut 
of China. 
The low-pressure 
reaction 
from 
the 
Western powers should surprise no one be­ 
ca use Burma ha s consistently ma inta ined 
an ex treme “ neutra list" position, refusing 
to say a ny thing critica l of the communists, 
let alone join a ny defensiv e a llia nce a g a inst 
them. The West now can afford the attitude 
of letting the Burmese stew in their own 
juice. 
Whether this attitude will continue if the 
reds try to occupy all of this rich rice- 
g rowing reg ion rema ins to be seen. 
The most interesting question of all is 
why the communists chose this time to in­ 
v a de. The international ex perts ha v e been 
predicting that a s soon as the America n 
Nov ember elections are out of the wa y a 
strong effort will be launched to sea t Red 
China in the United Nations. 
The United Sta tes is ex pected to resist 
this strong ly . In the past America n repre­ 
senta tiv es in the UN ha v e insisted that Red 
China shouldn’t be allowed to “ shoot her 
w a y into the United Na tions.”

Ev ery hom em a ker should be 
a cqua inted w ith a few fun da ­ 
m enta ls such a s how to a pply 
m oist hea t. T he purpose of a 
m oist hot a pplica tion is to ea se 
pa in, supply m oisture and to pro­ 
m ote m uscle rela x a tion, circula ­ 
tion and dra ina g e of a wound. 
It can be g iv en either by a pply ­ 
ing hot com presses to the a ffected 
are-, or by soa king the a rea in a n 
ea sily m a de solution. G enera lly , 
yo ur doctor will recom m end one 
of the follow ing solutions: 
Three per cent boric acid, or 
th ree to six per cent m a g nesium 
sulfa te, or .09 per cent isotonic 
sa lt, mix ed with water. 


The tem pera ture of the solu­ 
tio n s w hen th e y a re a p p lied 
should be a bout 120 deg rees. You 
ca n keep them wa rm by frequent­ 
ly a dding sm a ll a m ounts of hot 
solution. 
As for com presses which may 
conta in any one of sev era l m e­ 
dicina l substa nces, y ou ca n use 
towels, fla nnel, g a uze or cotton. 
For certa in ca ses, one may be 
better tha n the others. 
Warm and Moist 


Keep these m oist com presses 
warm by pla cing a hot wa ter bag 
on top.

At his first Republican co nven­ 
tio n rn 1904 he leaped to the plat­ 
fo rm during a lull and bello wed 
throug h a m egapho ne:

bo ttle. 


Altho ugh o stensibly a publish­ 
er o l children's bo o ks and a cre­ 
ato r o f trade m a rk nam es and 
advertising slo gans, his real int­ 
erests w ere in po litical co nven­ 
tio ns and, as he put it himself, 
“ the pro mo tio n o f patrio tism .” 
Sm ythe, who in middle age de 
velo ped a passio n to lo o k like 
so meo ne else (anyo ne who was 
fam o us), achieve 
ano ther 
go al 
after a friend rem a rke d, “ Yo u 
lo o k like Benjam in F ranklin.” 
He go t a n u m be r o f go verno rs 
to declare special days ho no r­ 
ing F ranklin and was instrum en­ 
tal in getting F ranklin's pro file 
o n the half do llar. 
During Wo rld W ar I he co in­ 
ed m o re th a r 1.000 slo gans and 
battle cries, such as “ Lend to 
D efend,” and ’’Keep the Hun o n 
the Run.” 


He cam e up with at least 1,000 
m o re slo gans in Wo rld War ll 
including, 
“ Ack! 
Ack! 
Flak! 
Flack! Back the A ttack: ’ 
and 
“ Back Our Men — Buy 
Bo nds 
A gain.” 
Swept bv slo gan fever (so m e­ 
tim es he threw o ff 150 in a day 
during 
a stro ng seizure) he put 


his m use to the unpaid service 
o f o rganizatio ns 
plum ping 
fo r 
everything fro m a 
bigger 
Flag 
Day to litter-trce 
A m erica. 
He 
even tried to po pularize o ne o f 
the Ten 
C o m m an dm en ts 
with 
“ Do No t Co vet; Be Abo ve It.” 
Sm ythe usually was im partial 
at a Republican co nventio n, o f­ 
ten sho wing up with as many as 
50 slo gans fo r each presidential 
aspirant. 
The acclaim acco rded his 1936 
m asterpiece, “ L e ts 
Make it a 
L ando nsiide,” went to S m yth e’s 
head. He sho wed up at the Dem 
o cratic 
co nventio n 
that 
year 
pro udly w earing 
an 
o versized 
Lando n butto n. 
The 
o utraged 
D em o crats rem o ved the 
butto n 
and gave him the heave ho . 
A peculiar thing happened to 
Sm ythe in the 1940s. He began to 
lo o k like F ranklin D. Ro o sevelt. 
The resem blance wa? so strik­ 
ing at the 1948 GOT co nventio n 
that m any delegates did a s ta r t­ 
led do uble-take as Sm ythe went 
by.

Democrats,

mention of this fact: That fear of 
w ar between 
the United 
States 
and Russia has receded greatly 
under Eisenhower and since his 
meeting with the Russians. 
But the Republicans, apparently

familiar with the details of for­ 
eign affairs, shovel out bunk of 
their own. 
They claim "international com­ 
m unism " 
has 
shown 
"hesitance 
both at home and abroad." That’s 
bunk. The Russians have become

they began talking more peace­ 
fully. 
They 
have 
the 
administration 
a 
concerned by their offers of aid 
to backward countries, by their 
growing influence in the Middle 
East.

At his first Republican conven­ 
tion in 1904 he leaped to the plat­ 
form during a lull and bellowed 
through a megaphone: 
“ H urrah 
for 
Teddy 
Roost 
Felt." 
The roar of applause that fol­ 
lowed set fire to young Smythe s 
m ild 
soul. 
He 
never 
again 
achieved the spotlight, but he 
could no more stay away from 
a Republican convention than a 
toper could turn aw ay from a 
bottle. 


Although ostensibly a publish­ 
er ot children's books and a cre­ 
ator of trade mark names and 
advertising slogans, his real int­ 
erests were in political conven­ 
tions and, as he put it himself, 
“ the promotion of patriotism." 
Smythe, w’ho in middle age de 
veloped a passion to look like 
someone else <anyone who was 
famous), achieve 
another 
goal 
after a friend rem arked, “ You 
look like Benjamin Franklin." 
He got a number of governors 
to declare special days honor­ 
ing Franklin and was instrumen­ 
tal rn getting F ranklins profile 
on the half dollar. 
During World War I he coin­ 
ed more thar I OOO slogans and 
battle cries, such as “ Lend to 
Defend,” and “ Keep the Hun on 
the Run ’ 
He came up with at least 1,000 
more slogans in World War II 
including, 
“ Ack’ 
Ack! 
Flak! 
Flack' Back the Attack! ’ 
and 
“ Back Our Men — Buy 
Bonds 
Again." 
Swept bv slogan fever (some­ 
times he threw off 150 in a day 
during a strong seizure) he put 


his muse to the unpaid se n ice 
of organizations 
plumping 
for 
everything from a 
bigger 
H ag 
Day to litter-free 
America 
He 
even tried to popularize one of 
the Ten 
Commandments 
with 
“ Do Not Covet; Be Above It " 
Smythe usually was impartial 
st a Republican convention, of­ 
ten showing up with as man) as 
50 slogans for each presidential 
aspirant. 
The acclaim accorded his 1936 
masterpiece. “ L e ts Make it a 
Landonslide." went to Smythe s 
head He showed up at the Dem 
ocratic 
convention 
that 
year 
proudly wearing 
an 
oversized 
Landen button. 
The 
outraged 
Democrats removed the 
button 
and gave him the heave ho 
A peculiar thing happened to 
Smythe in the 1940s. Ile began to 
look like Franklin D 
Roosevelt 
The resemblance wa* so strik 
mg at the 1948 GOF convention 
that many delegates did a sta rt­ 
led double-take as Smythe went 
by. They thought 
“ that 
m an” 
was still haunting them. 
Smythe, far from 
being 
an­ 
noyed. wax flattered to be told 
he looked like EDR. For haps the 


only public figure in American 
history he didn t want to look 
like was Aaron Burr. 
A few months ago, thin and en­ 
feebled from a long illness, he 
cam e into my office, turned his 
head sidewise and asked: 
“ Who do I look like now?" 
I confessed I w asn’t sure, and 
he said wistfully; 
“ Many people now tell me I 
look exactly like Woodrow NY ii* 
son.” 
And. by gosh, he ditj! 
Smythe, a bachelor, died all 
alone in a local 
hospital, 
far 
from the convention excitement 
he loved, 
Some thought him a busybody 
and a nuisance, but I liked him 
for vvhat he was—a kind, gentle 
publicity lev mg 
eccentric 
who 
always 
was on the outside of 
things he wanted to belong to 
Life doomed him to the fringes. 
But he remains an odd and 
charming footnote in American 
political folklore, and deserves 
at least a soft “ hallelujah'' in 
Heaven, where he 
is 
probably 
coining slogans like, “ Make the 
Day Go, Shine Your Halo!"
